With the fine seeding weather 
on Saturday, it was thought that 
there would not be many present 
at the regular meeting of Strath- 
more U. F. A., held in the Town 
Hall. However, quite a good 
number were present, and a num- 
ber of interesting points were 
raised. Mr Worthington presid- 
ed in the absence of the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President. 

The minutes cf last meeting 
were read and approved, or rath- 
er taken as read, for the secre- 
tary had taken the Standard 
report of the meeting and pasted 
it in his hook, which is quire 
complimentary tothe accuracy of 
the local newsheet.

The meeting decided to give 
their support to a petition in fav- 
or of reduction of the payment 
on pre-empted homestead lands 
from $3.00 to $1.00 per acre, 
with five years to pay instead of 
three. They also gave their 
support to a petition against 
any duty being piaced on galvan- 
ised fence wire, and against any 
bounties on iron or stecl!l These 
Petitions are being forwarded to 
the Dominion Goverament. 

It was decided also to support 
a petition to the Provincial Gov- 
ernmentto make machinery notes 
due in April instead of October, it 
being thought that this wonld 
enable the farmer to hold his 
grain longer, and thus receive a 
better price for it.

There is not much excuss 
for stubble seeding this spring, un- 
less the farmers who are doing it 
have summerfallowed in 1912 

Some farmers have been doing this 
in the past with successful results, 
that is, they have summerfallowed 
one year, the second year sowed in 
the ordinary manner, and the third 
year disced in their seed on the 
stibble. They claim that the one 
year’s summerfallow enables them | 
to raise good crops for two years in 
succession without extra cultiva- 
tions However, this is dependant} 
on moisture conditions. 

The live stock mdustry still con- 
tinues to prosper, and large ship- 
ments of hogs and cattle are being 
made weekly. Hogs now average 
about four cars per week, That

This clever trick is performed in the 
following manner: Fine, clean sand is 
selected, washed carefully in het wa 
ter several times and dried in the sun 
Some of this sand is then placed ip a 
frying pan with a lump of fresh lard 
and is ceoked until all the lard is burn 
The resuit is that every par 
ticle of sand is covered with a thin 
couting of grease, so that when this 
sind is dropped into the water it re 
mains dry.—Scientitic American.

Housewives Seldom Care 
Servants to Wash It. 

Most china lovers wash their pre- 
elous bits of porcelain themselves 
rather than trust thein to fingers which 
have never been taught to use their 
tips—the secret of sure and delicate | 
handling, and now become almost a 
mark of breeding, so surely do gentle 
women inherit it from generations of 
embroidering and fine sewing fore- 
mothers,

The simplest way is to clear a large 
table, cover it with a waterproof sheet, 
unless it be of plain deal, and place on 
it two large foot baths.

Are the Prairies 
Permanent 


SIGNS OF THEIR DIS- 
APPEARANCE IN 
THE WEST 


The dictionary defines the 
prairie as ‘‘a level or rolling track 
of treeless land covered with 
coarse grass.” Strictly speaking 
then, the prairies no longer 
exist in Canada except locally, 
for there are no longer any large 
areas exempt from settlement and 
the settlers throughout the West 
have already been supplied by 
the Dominion Forestry Branch 
with over 24,000,000 trees, all of 
which have been planted and 
most cf which are growing up in 
the form of wooclots and skelter 
belts. So successful have been 
these plantations and so great 
has the demand for trees grown, 
that the Indian Head Nursery 
Station, which has an annual 
capacity of approximately three 
million trees, can no longer 
supply this demand and it has 
been necessary to establish a 
branch nursery at Saskatoon. 

The opinion was once wide 
spread that the prairies were nat- 
urally treeless and many ingen- 
ious theories were advanced to 
iccount for this treelessness. One 
was that the soil was too fine; a 
second that the soil was all right, 
but because of the thick sod the 
tree seeds could not reach tt; 
another theory was that there 
was insufficient rainfall, and still 
another that the dry winter winds 
killed the buds and twigs, But 
if any of these factors have been 
de rime. til to tree-growth on the 
prairies in the past, the Forestry 
Branch has .since succeeded in 
procuring trees which are so 
adapted to climatic conditions 
that growth is assured, the trees 
are pivena proper Start. 

I'he most probable cause of 
the treelessness of the prairies is 
man, not Nature. The fact that 
Indians long ago were in the 
habit of setting fires in the forests 
and grass lands in order to afford 
better grazing, and that in the 
fall, when these fires were usually 
set, the prevailing winds were 
westerly, seems to prove that from 
the arid plains of southern A\l- 
berta and the United States, the 
area Of treeless larid was gradua ly 
extended by fire hundreds of 
miles easterly. But in Manitob 
since these fires have ceased, 
ihe western fringe of forest has 
begun to recover lost ground 
and, aided by artificial reforest- 
ation under the stimulus of the 
Forestry Branch, tree growth 
will soon be as common on the 
prairies as on the farms of Eastern 
Canada.

DAIRY ASSOCIATION 
FORMED 


Taking as hts object lesson a 
pound of butter, which he said 
he had purchased at a local store 
for 35 cents, Mr M. E. Sly next 
addressed the meeting on the 
necessity of forming a dairy 
association to protect the inter- 
ests of both the farmer and con- 
sumer. The butter was of two 
different colors, part white and 
part yellow, which was explained 
on the ground that it was from two 
different churnings. 

Mr Worthington said that in his 
opinion the odor to the 
cream having been allowed to stand 
too long, and that it had probably 
assimilated the smell while it had 
been standing. Cream should not 
be allowed to stand more than two 
days, and the best way to ripen it 
was to heat it to a certain tempera- 
ture and churn it immediately it 
cooled down. 

Mr Sly said they would remem- 
ber that a short time ago a meeting 
was held to organise a Milk Ship-

pers Association to be composed of 


dairymen shipping milk into Cal- 
gary. He thought that a milk ship- 
pers association should be formed in 
Strathmore along the same lines, 
and that it include butter and eggs 
as well.
